\1 iss Ha rwell Presents Senior Sponsor Drive to 
Rotor to Laboratory Aid Endowment Fund 


A rotor from the Rouss I’hy-T d Lab¬ 
oratory of the University of Virginia has 
been given to the physics department by 
Miss Marguerite Harwell. This rotor was 
made bv Mr. A. |. Weed and was used by 
him for demonstration at the December I 
meeting of the American Association lor' 
the Advancement of Science in St. l.otria 
Missouri. The University of Virginia is 
noted tor the production of high rotational ' 
speeds. With a rotor one centimeter in 
diameter driven by compressed hvdrogen 
a speed of 21,600 revolutions per second] 
has been obtained at the Rouss Physical 
Laboratory. The rotor given bv Miss 
Harwell is about three centimeters in 
diameter and is capable of spinning 1500 
revolutions per second with safety. 


The annual senior drive for the En¬ 
dowment Fund is on. Instead of the usual 
Fashion Show, this year’s Senior class has 
been forced to resort to other means of 
raising money. They sponsored the two 
Saturday performances of William Shake¬ 
speare’s “A Mid-summer Night’s Dream” 
at the New Park Theatre in Roanoke, ap¬ 
proximately thirty-live dollars was cleared.
